al and livestock display buikhngs. 
Several 
weeks ago

the Agricultural Society voted to 
ask the commissioners to place the 
levy on the ballot, but action has 
been delayed in presenting the re­ 
quest. 
At last week’s m eeting another 
method 
of 
financing 
the 
fau- 
grounds 
was 
proposed. 
It was 
suggested that the land be pur­ 
chased and financed by agricul­ 
tural grants by the commissioners. 
A definite decision was expect­ 
ed to be made by the Agricultural 
Society at a meeting this week, j 
but so far the m eeting has been 
delayed by the illness of Secretary 1 
Mack Pa fret t. 
Definite action must be taken 1 
at'once if the agricultural levy is 
placed 
on the 
November 
ballot, 
because the deadline for including 
the question in the issues to be 
decided by the voters this fall is 
this week. 
The agricultural levy proposed 
for one year only would raise ap- j 
proxim ately $98,000, directors of 
the Agricultural Society estima* j 
ted. 
Land cost was estim ated at J 
approximately 
$201,000 
and the 
cost of the field house, to seat 
2.500 
persons, was estim ated 
at 
$75,000. 
Directors 
stated 
the plan for 
having a vote on the question in 
November v as proposed so that 
if it passed the project could get 
underway just as soon as wartime 
restrictions on building were re­ 
laxed.
